Judge Guy S. Pinney, one of 
the best beloved citizens of Palm 
Springs, succumbed suddenly on 
Wednesday evening shortly after 
six o’clock as a result of a sud­ 
den heart attack. 
He had been mowing his lawn 
when he told Mrs. Pinney he 
felt very tired. She assisted him 
into the house. A few minutes 
later he was dead. 
HERE TEN YEARS 
Judge Pinney came to Palm 
Springs ten 
years 
ago. 
From 
then on he was active and prom­ 
inent in city affairs. He was the 
city’s first city clerk, served as 
city judge and township justice 
of the peace, acted for the San­ 
itary district throughout its ex­ 
istence here, was active in the 
incorporation 
of 
Palm Springs 
and his last public office beyond 
his judicial duties, was as city 
treasurer, a position he held for 
several months, volunteering to 
serve during the war time when 
no other official was found avail­ 
able . 
Judge Pinney was born in Fre- 
donia, Kansas, 63 years ago. He 
first came to California 31 years 
ago an engaged in the law busi­ 
ness in Los Angeles. 
LAST RITES SUNDAY 
He 
was 
prominent in local 
Masonic circles and was an act­ 
ive member of the Palm Springs 
Lions club. 
He is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Maude N. Pinney and by 
two brothers, Walter E. and War­ 
ren B. Pinney. The latter is now 
in Honolulu. He was manager of 
the 
former 
Hotel El Mirador 
here. 
Funeral services will be con­ 
ducted Sunday at 3 p.m. at Wei- 
fels and Son chapel in Banning. 
Drs. J. R. Macartney and B. B. 
Weatherall of the local Commun­ 
ity church will officiate. Weifels 
and Son are in charge of arrange­ 
ments.

Frank Bennett missed his calling and as a result the stage lost a 
fine actor.

Every seal and lots of space 
that never held a chair before, was filled with a highly appreciative 
audience.

Questions on new flour 
answered by Carol Drake 


W hy ar« we having a “new” flour? 
T he new flour which is now (or going 
to be) on the m arket m akes it possible 
to obtain m ore flour from the same 
am ount of w heat. T he purpose of the 
new flour ¡8 to stretch the grain supply 
and to furnish m ore bread to the sta rv ­ 
ing people in other lands. 


W hat is meant by 8 0 % extraction flour 
...T h a t 's w hat the new flour Is to be. 
isn't it? 
T his m eans th a t the flour millers will 
get 80 pounds of flour from 100 pounds 
of cleaned w heat. O rdinarily 72 pounds 
of flour, of fine white flour, are milled 
from 100 pounds of w heat. T h at extra 
8 pounds will m ake the bread supply 
stretch to help feed m ore people. 


W ill the new flour be as nutritious as 
regular flour? 
Yes, if enriched according to present 
standards, it will be even more n utri­ 
tious th an regular white flour, especially 
in the B vitam ins and iron. T ests on 
this are n ’t com plete as yet. 


W hy is the color different? 
T he color is slightly m ore cream y be­ 
cause m ore of the darker parts of the 
w heat kernel are left in the flour. 


Can I use the new flour In my regular 
recipes? 
O ur experim ents with the new flour to 
date show th a t you can use the flour in 
your regular recipes w ithout change, 
b u t rem em ber they will look a little 
cream ier in color. Hem em ber, too, th at 
as we find out m ore about the new flour 
and try it in m ore recipes, the H om e­ 
m akers’ Bureau will keep you inform ed. 


H IN T S O N ST O R IN G A N D (C U R IN G FLO U R... 
Store the new flour the same as regular 
flour. Buy in quantities best suited to 
your fam ily. D on’t overbuy, for flour 
does not keep indefinitely.

Land values in Palm Springs 
will be reflected in an increase 
of betw een 20 to 25 per cent on 
the Riverside county tax rolls 
this fall, w hile partially or com­ 
pletely erected buildings standing 
as of the first Monday in March, 
will be assessed the sam e as 
buildings situated in other parts 
of the county. 
This inform ation was obtained 
at the offices of the Riverside 
county tax 
assessor, w here a 
thorough study of tax valuations 
as pertains to Palm Springs par­ 
ticularly, is as yet not completed. 
VALUES TO GO UP 
Frank Burchfield, county tax 
assessor, did report how ever, that 
the 
greatest 
change 
w ill 
be 
shown in a re-appraisal of land 
values here and w ill on th e aver­ 
age, show an increase of 20 to 
25. percent. 
It was also pointed out, that 
owners of newly erected build­ 
ings will receive a “break" in 
tax valuations here, w ith such 
buildings to be assessed in the 
same proportion as others situ­ 
ated elsewhere in the county. It 
is reliably reported that th e coun­ 
ty assessor will not take Into con­ 
sideration the higher cost of la­ 
bor, m aterial, here and the locally 
enhanced 
value 
of 
completed 
buildings in Palm Springs. 
As far as the city's share of 
the tax collected is concerned, 
a m aterial increase will not be 
shown this year. This w as due 
to the fact th at m ost of the build­ 
ing perm its obtained this year

Wlldflowers 


W eekly 
report 
by the Desert 
Museum on the w ildflow er situ­ 
ation follows: 
Leaving Palm Springs towards 
Indio, the lover of flowers is a t­ 
tracted by a brilliant shade of 
green, w hich proved to be the 
comb-bur, a plant of the borage 
family, 
w ith 
extrem ely 
small 
w hite flowers and very peculiar 
fruits, having the form of a M al­ 
tese cross or X. Along w ith this 
flow er w as the brow n-eyed eve­ 
ning prim rose with rath er small 
w hite flowers. The evening prim ­ 
roses have nothing to do with 
the true 
prim rose 
(of which a 
species m ay be seen growing in 
the Oasis 
garden); 
mafiy have 
yellow flowers, such as a small 
kind common at 
Palm Springs, 
called by the botanists “Distoria", 
m eaning tw ice-tw isted, 
in allu­ 
sion to the peculiar tw isted pods. 
B ut a large and beautiful kind, 
w ith w hite flowers, is also abund­ 
ant. It is the desert primrose, or­ 
iginally found by Frem ont. 
The mallows, with red and pale 
rose flowers, are common along 
the roadsides. The pale kind was 
originally described 
from Palm 
Springs, w here it was first col­ 
lected by Alice B. Chittenden. It 
is usually regarded as a distinct 
species, but some botanists con­ 
sider it a 
variety 
of 
the red- 
flowered mallow. 
Along Ram on Road, the lax- 
flow er (Baileya), w ith pale yel­ 
low flowers, is in full bloom, and 
w ith it m ay be seen the curious 
spectacle-pod (D ithyrea), the sci­ 
entific nam e of the last means 
tw o windows, as 
the spectacles, 
and the fruits have the form of 
little spectacles, 
but 
are quite 
opaque. 
From Box Canyon Mrs. B ar­ 
ker brought the 
velvet 
rosette 
(Psathyrotes), 
a 
very 
curious 
plant of the 
sunflow er 
family, 
forming rounded cushions of vel­ 
vety grey-green 
leaves, 
which 
have a strong 
turpentine 
odor. 
The appearance of this plant has 
given rise 
to a popular 
name, 
“turtleback”. 
These notes are based on col­ 
lections m ade by Mrs. M arie B ar­ 
ker.

April 12 Meeting 


H arry H arper, secretary-m an- 
ager of the Palm Springs Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, was authorized 
and directed to attend a meeting 
of the state cham ber of commerce 
to be held at San Bernardino 
A pril 17 at which tim e the Joshua 
Tree National M onument 
lying 
between this city and 
Twenty 
Nine Palms, will be the main 
topic. 
Jam es E. Cole of the National 
P ark Service and custodian of 
the 
m onum ent 
which 
covers 
hundreds of square miles from 
the Aqueduct road to north of 
the San B ernardino county line 
and east and west for a great 
area, was present at 
Monday's 
Board of D irector's meeting to 
explain the H arry Shepperd bill, 
HR 4703, 
which 
provides 
that 
310,000 acres of asserted mineral 
territory at the northeastern and 
southeastern parts of the m onu­ 
m ent be deleted from the m onu­ 
m ent. The bill also provides an 
appropriation of $215,000 to pur­ 
chase privately owned land in 
the Monument. The land is the 
property of the Southern Pacific 
railroad w hich has agreed to hold 
up its sale until disposition of the 
Shepperd measure, 
thus giving 
the Park Service first chance to 
acquire it. 
The Mining Congress has urg­ 
ed that the entire area be deleted 
from M onument status to enable 
m ining operations. 
Mr. Cole said he believed the 
Shepperd

m et all legitim ate mining needs 
and still provided

M onument in this area.

EH? 


“And a river w ent out of Eden to water the Garden,’ (Gen. 11:10) 
Four thousand years ago the Egyptian peasantry bailed water by 
hand out of the N ile to nourish a barren soil. Ancient peoples on the 
Euphrates and the Tigris, the Phoenicians, the Greeks, the Romans, 
and the Moors in Spain, knew the art of diverting water.

Those areas are now 
covered with the Westwoods, Bel Airs and San Marinos, theii 
property values are a m atter of record. 
The story of California suburban districts, conceived with 
vision and community, planned, has been unprecedented ap­ 
preciation and the positive unearned increment. 
Eight years ago a prom ient General Motors Vice President 
predicted a Palm Springs of 25,000 population, Atlantic City 
development and the residential areas moved to the coves 
in the upper Coachella Valley. That the current trend sup­ 
ports his prophesy, requires no proof.

Community Planning 


Hidden Springs Ranch has nothing in common with the con­ 
ventional planned subdivisions. 
The minimum size ranch 
estate is 300 x 150 or slightly over one acre, net. There are no 
“lots.” A portion of the ranch is set aside for those who desire 
seclusion and privacy w ith large acreage, ram bling ranch 


buildings and their own stables. They may have their privacy 
entirely respected or as much social contacts as they desire. 
With due regard for the protection of adjoining properties 
and the harmony of the whole project, the estates, or private 
ranches within the ranch, are established to meet the size and 
needs of the individual owner.

Commuting Distance To Palm Springs 
The airport Highway (Ramon Road) is scheduled for comple­ 
tion of paving in the summer of this year connecting Highway 
99, at Thousand Palms Post Office, with Palm Springs by a 
ten minute drive. The County Road from Highway 99, two 
and one half miles, will be improved later when residence 
volume justifies. The business corners at Thousand Palms 
have recently been purchased by substantial owners who 
plan extensive improvements for services and shops. 


Wind Protection 
This property was selected, after extensive search of the 
whole upper Coachella Valley, for its unusual freedom from 
the strong winds-. Except for the limited area in the south 
half of Palm Springs city no area in the whole Coachella 
Valley affords such freedom from wind as the sheltered cove 
under the protecting ridge of the Shadow Mountains at 
Thousand Palms Canyon. Nestled on the sheltered slopes of 
the Shadow Mountains, this residential area is well above the 
devastating dust storms common to the valley floor. It has 
2 hours more sunshine and less rain than areas at the foot 
of the mountains. Due to gentle breezes off-shooting from the 
strong winds through San Gorgonio Pass, in early fall and 
late spring, the ranch lands have an 8 month season. The 
tem perature is approxim ately 10 degrees warm er in winter.

NEW ROAD GOING IN 
At Redlands, the bottleneck be­ 
tween that city and the four lane 
road at the top of the hill is be­ 
ing eliminated. A new four-lane 
road starts at the end of the pre­ 
sent four-lane road near Crystal 
Springs and goes all of the way 
into Redlands over a partial new 
route. When completed, traffic 
coming this way will no longer 
have to crawl up the hill behind 
heavily-laden slow trucks. From 
Redlands to Colton there is a 
three-lfcine road which will be 
widened to four lanes soon. 
Contracts have been let and 
work actually under way on two 
stretches of four lane road be­ 
tween Colton and Ontario. The 
Valley boulevard will be widened 
by the addition of two lanes and 
the present three-lane road con­ 
verted into a two-lane, one-way 
road, providing four wide lanes 
with a wide island between. That 
leaves only a short gap south of 
the Kaiser Steel Mills which will 
be started as soon as rights of 
way are obtained. 
From Ontario to Los Angeles 
the road is already four-lane, 
mostly divided. 
On Highway 60, out of River­ 
side, work has been started on 
extending the present four-lane 
road out of Riverside to Mira 
Loma. 
When the projects are complet­ 
ed, Villagers will have a four- 
lane .higher speed road, practic­ 
ally all of the way from the 
junction with 90, to Los Angeles. 
Between Beaumont and a spot 
about three miles west of Cali- 
mesa there still is mostly two 
lane road where travel is stym­ 
ied on hills by slow moving 
trucks but it is understood this 
will be taken care of soon. 
Between Beaumont and the 
top of Box Springs grade on 
Highway 60 there is also a two- 
lane road and traffic this way 
is sometimes hung up by heavy 
truck traffic over Jackrabbit 
trail.One of the main causes of 


this way, however, the trip out 
of Redlands over Reservoir hill 
grade, will soon be eliminated. 
With the return of new cars, 
safe tires and the widening of 
the road, Palm Springs will be 
moved almost an hour closer to 
Los Angeles by auto—still within 
legal speed limits.

THE DESERT PALM 
WASHINGTONIA FILIFERA 


The palm is a tree usually as­ 
sociated with the tropics, lining 
wide curving beaches or framing 
deep-watered lagoons. You don’t 
ordinarily think of 
the 
palm 
when you visualize a desert land­ 
scape. However, the one tree that 
is the most characteristic of the 
Colorado Desert, the one tree 
that is of the Mojave, is the Des­ 
ert Palm. It is often also called 
the California Fan Palm or even 
the Washington Palm in allusion 
to its generic name. At any rate, 
with only one or two isolated ex­ 
ceptions, this true desert dweller 
is restricted in range to the Col­ 
orado Desert 
area of California 
and its contiguous portions of 
southwestern Arizona, northeast­ 
ern Lower California and north­ 
western Sonora in Mexico. 
The exceptions in the Desert 
Palm’s peculiar distribution are 
to be found in the Twentynine 
Palms region on the southern 
edge of the great Mojave Desert, 
several thousand feet higher in 
altitude than the tree’s normal 
habitat. 
What 
these 
isolated 
groups mean is not quite certain. 
It could mean that the Desert 
Fan Palm once 
grew 
further 
north into the higher 
Mojave 
and has since retreated to its 
present limitation, or else these 
clumps are merely the northern­ 
most 
penetration 
of 
the 
tree 
from the south. 
INTERESTING STORY 


The geological history of the 
Fan Palm is interesting, for fos­ 
sils of related species have been 
unearthed as far north as Alaska, 
clearly indicating that at that re­ 
mote geological age, millions of 
years ago, palms grew up and 
down the Pacific Coast. Condi­ 
tions 
were 
undoubtedly 
more 
humid at that time than at pres­ 
ent; this is borne out by the 
other fossil plants found in as­ 
sociation with the Palm leaf im­ 
prints. 
The exact origin of our desert 
variety has not been definitely 
established as yet. Some paleo- 
botanists are of the belief that 
they originated in Asia and came 
down via the Bering Straits and 
Alaska clear into Mexico. Others 
argue as strongly for the Mexi­ 
can origin. Until more fossil ma­ 
terial comes to light, the question 
must remain unanswered. 
The story of the naming of the 
Desert Palm is rather an inter­ 
esting one, for it did not follow 
the usual procedure. 
In 
most 
cases of 
plan 
describing, 
the 
botanist 
goes 
into 
the 
field, 
chances upon a new plant, se­ 
cures specimens of it, and later 
in his laboratory describes it in 
detail. 
But 
not 
so 
with 
the 
Washington Palm. 
The earliest record we have of 
the Desert Palm is in the w rit­ 
ings of the 
early 
padres 
and 
Spanish 
explorers 
w h o 
came 
through 
t h e 
Colorado 
Desert 
area. As was the custom, these 
early travelers gathered the seeds 
of wild plants as they trudged 
along, and wherever they stop­ 
ped to build a settlement, these 
seeds were planted. The seeds of 
the wild Desert Palm were thus 
secured and had been sown in 
the fertile soil of the new village 
of San Diego. By 1860 these seeds 
had grown into a large group of 
palms, and in turn, seed from 
these trees was sent to various 
other settled regions. An early 
seed-gatherer at this time was 
Roezl who in 1869 got hold of 
some of this palm seed and ship­ 


ped 
it to 
his 
friend, Herman 
Wendland, in Europe. 
GROW IN HURRY 
Here, 
Wendland 
carefully 
planted the seed and in a short 
while fully grown trees resulted. 
He was so impressed with them, 
that he described them botani­ 
cally for the first time in 1879. 
giving them the generic name 
“Washingtonia” in deference to 
our first president. For a specific 
name, he chose the Latin com­ 
bination “Filifera,” which means 
“thread-bearing,” in allusion to 
the thread-like frayed edges of 
this 
palm’s 
spreading 
leaves. 
Later, in 1883, he also described 
a second species, Washingtonia 
Robusta from Sonora and Lower 
California. He had at that time 
only comparatively young speci­ 
mens of the two plants, and the 
second variety appeared to be 
stouter, or more 
robust, 
than 
Filifera;" thus his second spe­ 
cific name “Robusta.” Actually 
this was an error, since in full- 
grown trees, “Filifera” is really 
much 
more 
stout 
than 
“Ro­ 
busta"! And to further compli­ 
cate the matter, current botanists 
are not inclined to admit this bi­ 
specific division of the Washing­ 
tonia, claiming that there is only 
one species “Filifera,” and that 
the Mexican form is merely a 
variety of it. Dr. Benson in his 
recent volume on desert trees 
and shrubs (L945) advances the 
varietal name “Gracilis” for this 
more southern type. 
At any rate, the Desert Palm 
is a native plant, and where it 
does occur in the wild, has been 
growing in those places for thou­ 
sands of years, long before white 
man ever set foot on America. 
They were not planted by the 
Spanish or by the Indians, as is 
generally believed. Naturally a 
few certain clumps have been 
deliberately planted within his­ 
toric times', but these are readily 
apparent. 
The actual distribution over 
the Colorado Desert is a very 
interesting one, and is limited by 
one prime factor: a ready and 
constant source of copious water. 
The Desert Palm requires a great 
deal of water in order to survive, 
and 
cannot 
exist 
without 
it. 
Therefore you will find the palm 
either where there is a perennial 
oozing out on the 
surface 
or 
along permanent stream beds. 
ON EASTERN EDGE 
Along the eastern edge of the 
desert, the Fan Palm seems to 
occur along the great San An­ 
dreas earthquake rift. This is not 
at all unusual, since springs, both 
hot and cold, are fairly common 
along such fault lines, the water 
flowing up along the crack from 
below. On the western edge of 
the Colorado Desert, the palm 
seems to thrive only in those 
canyons with at least some water 
the year-around, and show up 
best in those sites 
like 
Palm 
Canyon where a large stream 
pours down the canyon all four 
seasons. 
When a palm tree 
is 
very 
young, in the seedling stage, it 
does not have fan-shaped leaves. 
Instead, they are long, slender, 
and linear. As the leaf grows, it 
slowly begins to unfold laterally 


like an accordion or skirt pleats. 
When the plant reaches tree pro­ 
portions, the leaves die and turn 
downward against the trunk of 
the palm. These 
dead 
leaves 
form a dense thatch 
or 
skirt 
around the trunk, and in the na­ 
tural state reach to the ground. 
In gardens 
and 
along streets, 
where the Washingtonia is wide­ 
ly cultivated as an ornamental 
all over the world now, this pic­ 
turesque skirt is often trimmed 
quite far up, giving a denuded, 
bare appearance. Fire, of course, 
also consumes the thick thatch­ 
ing, 
leaving 
the 
bare 
trunks 
charred and blacked, even though 
the tree itself is rarely killed by 
the flames. 
In 1940 flames swept through 
the lower portion of Palm Can­ 
yon and within a few short hours 
had robbed the palms of their 
leaf-thatch. However, six weeks 
later the nude trunks had begun 
to leaf-out again at the very top, 
and now, six years later, the 
ebony trunks 
bear 
crowns of 
leaves. But the colorful 
skirts 
that gave that portion of the can­ 
yon the appearance of a dense 
jungle 
are 
gone 
forever. 
In 
Hawaii where these same trees 
are now common, they are some­ 
times called Hula Palms because 
of their thatching. 
You can not tell the age of an 
individual Palm tree by cutting 
it down and counting its annual 
rings, simply because the palms 
do not have such rings. The only 
approximation of the age that 
can be made is on a basis of the 
rate of growth, and using this, 
ages of several hundred years 
and perhaps even a thousand 
have been ascertained. However, 
the age should be reckoned in 
hundreds and not thousands of 
years, contrary to popular belief. 
NO DATE FRUIT 
The Desert Palm does not have 
a date-like fruit. Its seed is about 
the size of a garden pea and 
covered 
with 
a 
purple-black 
husk, giving the fruit the resem­ 
blance to a berry rather than a 
date. These berries are borne in 
great numbers 
on 
the flower 
stalks, and are eagerly devoured 
by wild birds and animals, whose 
stomachs merely digest the nu­ 
tritious husk and 
permit 
the 
hard-shelled seed itself to pass 
on out the body uninjured. The 
Cahuilla Indians formerly gath­ 
ered the Palm seeds and crushed 
them into a flour for making 
thick soups and patties. 
It is a never-ending thrill to 
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stroll among a remote clump of 
Desert Palms, to hear the wind 
whisking among the dead leaves, 
to smell the dank odors of their 
thatch 
jungles, 
to 
watch 
the 
orioles and wrens nesting in their 
protection, 
and 
to 
enjoy the 
coolness of their shade. Enjoy the 
palms in the local canyons, but 
please be extra careful of fire. 
Let’s not have any more Palm 
Canyon fires.
